We students studied every nook 
and comcr of the city of Jerusalem. Afoot. on 
donkcy, on horseback, and by car, we traveled back 
and íorth 'over every mile of the Holy Land.

Arab couniry. You could travel from Gaza or 
Beersheba in the south to the bordcrs of Syria on 
the north, or írom JaSa or Haifa on the Mediter- 
ranean you could journey eastward beyond the Sea 
of Galilee or to the Mountains of Moab and

Now they were without property, without 
money, without work, living a day-to-day exiscence 
on a miserable dole from the U.N. 

For nearly ten years now they have luffered this 
inhuman fate. The spirit seems gone out of them 
exccpt when you mention their homes, or lands, or 
vineyards, or shops, and then they look over the 
hills to where they once lived, and. their eyes bum 
with hatred and a thim for revenge. 

The Near East is important to the survival of 
the West because of its.oil and its straiegic position. 
But it is importani to the Wcst too because here 
an awful wrong has been done—almost comparable 
to Hitler's treatraent of the Jews—and it has been 
done with our connẁance and co-operation. If the 
blood of Abel cried to God from the earth. no less 
do the tears of these hopeless people.

S TATESMEN can talk as much as they like 
about the Gaza Strip and Aqaba, about the 
Aswan Dam and the Suez Canal and oil and 
strategy.

Joseph Dilys resides at 3607 South Union

Dilys was born on November 13, 1903, at Rokiskis, 
Lithuania. 


He entered the United States at New York 
in September, 1951, and was naturaliaed in the 
United States District Court at Chicago, Illinois, 
on June 9, 1959. He received Certificate of 
Natura1ization Number 8070070. 

A second confidential source,which 
collects security information in the Chicago area, 
furnished information as of November 9, 1965, which 
reflected that Dilys has maHed "hate líterature" 
which is anti-Jewish through the United States mails.

reflects that Joseph Dilys continues to peddle 
Ku Klux Klan and a variety of vitrioliç anti-Negro 
and anti-Jewish literature in the Chicago loop. 

Joseph Dilys, born November 13, 1903, 
Rokiskis, Lithuania, was interviewed by Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
on February 9, 1961. Dilys advised he has always 
been against the Communist movement and displayed 
a woóden left leg, explaining that he had lost 
his leg fighting against the Communists in 
Lithuania durìng \Ÿorld War II. 

Dilys also volunteered the fact that he 
was somewhat prejudiced against the Jewish people 
explaining that he felt they were responsible for 
the spread of Communism. He has ìn the past, 
received nuraerous copies of the publication,

108 West Germania Place, Chicago, Illinols on June 2, 1967.

The Prò-American Forum generally rents a room at the 
Fort Dearborn Hotel, but because of thelàrge crowd tohear 
COTTON, rented häll at Germania Club. Meeting commenced at 
8:15 pm on June 2, 1967 and termlnated at 10:00 pm. 

COTTON praised tbe Minutemen and DePugh and claimed 
the witnesses in DePugh’s recent trial perjured themselves. 

COTTON claimed hands off Rhodesia. 

Three males, idëntities not known, but ŵhowere 
introduced as being from the Arab Infòrmation Çenter, Chicago, 
íllinois, spoke to'group and lndicated reasons to be opposed 
to Jews and Israel.

OT HER INFOHMATION CONCERNING DILYS 

On October 19, 1960, the records of the Passport 
Office of the United States Department of State, Chicago, 

Illinois, reflected that Dilys was issued Passport Number 
2383927 on August 16, 1960, at Chicago, Illinois. He 
indicated that he intended to depart New York City by air 
in September, 1960, for two months travel to Germany for 
a ỳacation and to visit relatives. 

On November 9, 1965 a source, which collects 
security information in the Chicago, Illinois area, advised 
that Dilys had mailed "hate literature" of an anti-Jewish 
nature through the United States inail. He was described as 
a professional pamphleteer with a long record of anti-Jewish 
activities, On April 23, 1962, he was found guilty in the 
Chicago Municipal Court of mailing hateliterature and fined 
$200. Inconnection with this case, the court ordered a 
psychiatric examination of Dilys. He was also arrested on 
July 17, 1967, in Chicago and fined $50 for peddling literature. 

The Chicago Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Jras. received voluminous literature from 1960 to early 1968 indicatini 
Dilys has mî\iled and otherwise distributed or sold offensive 
literature of an anti-communist, anti-Jewish, and anti-Negro 
nature. In several instances, he raailed such literature to 
relatives of persons killed while in the military service of 
the United States, after notices of their deaths appeared in 
the press. The theme of much of the literature is that 
communism is Jewish. - , In each instance, Dilys printed his 
name and address on the literature distributed. 

An examination of the literature distributed by 
Dilys disclosed that it was publiöhed in various parts of 
the United States and in most instances, it consisted of 
the following publications: "Common Sense", wliich is 
described as "America’s newspaper against communism", and 
is published in Union, New Jersey, by the Christian Éducational 
Association; and the "Thunderbolt", which is labeled "a white 
raan's viewpoint", and is the official publication of the National 
States Rights Party, Box 783, Birmingham, Alabama.

■J A second confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, has.advised that Dilys 
regularly attended meetings of the National States Rights 
Party (NSRP) in Chicago from June, 1966 to June, 1967. 

A description of the Chicago NSRP is attached hereto. 


This source also advised on September 17, 1968, 
that he has known Dilys for approximately four years and 
that Dilys is active in extreme rightist groups. He said 
he believes Dilys' only regular income is from social 
security as he has no regular employment, however, he makes 
a few dollars selling white racist literature on street 
corners. He stated that he is considered to be eccentric 
and has no influence or following. People merely tolerate 
him and he has no propensity for violence. This source knows 
of no connections which Dilys might have outside of the 
United States or in Germany. He added, however, that is 
is possible that he may get some of his literature from Germany. 

A third source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised that in November, 1967, Dilys contributed 
$25 to the NSRP. 

On September 16, 1968, a fourth source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that he 
has known Dilys for more than 15 years and that Dilys continues 
to reside at 3607 South Union Street, Chicago, îllinois. He 
also stated that Dilys is not gainfully employed and believes 
him to be receiving social security payments, plus a few dollars 
from selling hate literature on street corners in Lithuanian 
areas. He said the Lithuanian people totally ignore him and 
consider him to be "asick person". This source stated that 
he knew of no right wing contacts of Dilys in Germany or other 
foreign countries.

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY 
CHICAGO, ÌLLINOIS (NSRP) 


A source advised on February 8, 1966, that the 
Çhicago branch of thè NSRP was located at the NSRP National 
Bookshop at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. 

The Chicago branch of the NSRP was officially opened on 
December 29, 1965, when Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS, National 
Director of the NSRP, spoke at a rally held at 2237 North 
Western Avenue, Chicago. 

The above source also advised that the National 
Üffice of the NSRP is located at Augusta, Georgia, and the 
Chicago branch of the NSRP subscribes to the policies of the 
National office. The Chicago branch of the NSRP believes 
there should not be race mixing between whites and Negroes 
and that Negroes in the United States by conducting demon- 
strations and causing riots are causing a breakdown of law 
and order in the United States. The NSRP believes that the 
Jews and Negroes should be exposed in their attempts to have 
integration between whites and Negroes. 

A second source advised on January 17, 1967, the 
Chicago branch of the NSRP was bankrupt and unable to pay 
rent for premises at 2237 North Western Avenue, Chicago. This 
source advised on March 3, 1967, the Chicago branch NSRP 
vacated the premises at 2237 North Western Avenue and ceased 
to function as an organization on March 1, 1967, On March 1, 
1967, according to source, members agreed to remain in contact 
with each other until such time ás they could reorganize NSRP 
at Chicago, 


On May 28, 1968, 'the second source advised the NSRP 
does not have a headquarters at Chicago; howeyer, members have 
maintained contact with each other and plan to reactivate the 
group ií civil rights demonstrations commence in Chicago.

Ten years ago we published an issue listing 
individuals in the fieid of entertainment and 
politics who have changed their names. Over 
the years we have had thousands of requests 
for this issue from every corner of the earth.'

2 — CHURCH OF THE ACED PROPHET StMON at 
HATAMON, JERUSALEM. 

On 5/3/1970 the Jews practised an uct of burgiary on thls 
old convent with an altempt to steal all the v«luable antlgulties 
(lknns) nfler liaving broken thc muln door, bul the alertuess of 
thc Abbot disabled the thieves from performing their obJective. 

Thc wnll around Ihe convent was gradually demolished aml 
the stoncs sfolcn, thus convcrting tlic convcnt courtyard to a 
ptay ground for the Jcwish Childrcn and u render.vous for their 
teen agers.

This Cliurch, renown for its iuitlquilies, has been set on lìre 
by the Jews and (lie remaitiing skcletou (4 wnlls wlthout a roof) 
has been surroundcd from all directions by Night Clubs nnd 
Cabarcls.

Tiie Jewísli Youths uormally appeared in r*kish forms, uo- 
dressed or rnthcr nuked, a practice which characterize* thc 
Jewish Socicty, but which might uníortuuately threaten and 
cause serious elíecls on the new generation of the conscrvative 
Arab Society.

These are only few csamplcs of many of what the Israeli 
Authoríties and thc Jcwish people are frccíy practLtlng in the 
occupled territory, thcsc forcgoing facts comc to my lcnuwledge 
tlirough confldent rcligiuus and public sources and I am pcr- 
fectly certain of the esteut of truth contained tlierein.

For three years 1 did postgraduate studies at (he 
famous Ecole Btblique in Jerusalem under Père 
Lagrange and other great masters of Sacred Scrip- 

-ture-as-well'ar of-ihe-archeologyrgeögraphy, and ~ 

history of Palestine. We students studied every noolc. 
and corner of the eity of Jerusalem. Afoot, on 
donkey, on horseback, and by car, we traveled back 
and forth over every mile of the Holy Land. 

That was from 1925 to 1928. Palestine was an 
Arab country. You could travel from Gara or 
Beersheba in the south to the borders of Syria on 
the north, or from JaSa or Haifa on ihc Mediter- 
ranean you could journey castward beyond the Sea 
of Galilee or to the Mountains of Moab and 
•carcely meei a Jew. There were a líw. Tel Aviv 
was hardly more than a vjllage. Some Jews had con- 
gTegated in sections of cities like Jerusalem, Haifa, 
and Jafia. A few agricultural colonies of Zionists 
were scattercd hcrc and therc on the fertile plains. 

But the people of the country wcre Arabs, the 
people who owned and cultivated the land were 
Arabs, the people of the towns and cities svere 
Arabs. It was an Arab country, unqucstionably 
and unrc»ervcdly. 

Editorial business for the magazine brought me 
back to the Holy Land in the Spring of 1953. The 
southern, western, and northern parts of the couniry 
had bcen taken over by strangers from Eastern 
Europc whose-only-claim-to-tlte terriiory-was-thai— 
their ancestors had lived there 2000 years before. 
The plains along the Mediterranean and from 
Haiía to thc Sea oí Galilce, thc only really lcrtile 
areas, covered formerly by Arab farms and gardcns 
and vincyards and orange groves, were all occupted 
by these strangers. In the cities. the homes, the 
shops, the public services. everything had been 
taken over by the invadcrs, 

Where were the Arabs who had been born here, 
whose ancestors had come into this land over a 
thousand years before, who had livéd and worked 
and worshiped all their lives in this once peaceful 
part of the Holy Land? 

They were gone. They were now huddled ìn 
forlorn refugee camps in Jordan, Lebanon, Syria, 
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and Gara. I visited the refugees. Not all, to he 
iure, bccause therc are nearly a million of them. 
Whole farailies—men, women, and children-were 
huddled togethei in the single room of a mìserable 
hut or in tents. Many of them had been faý-ly 
well ofi. Now they were without property, without 
money, without work, living a day-to-day existence 
on a miserable dole from the U.N. 

—For n'eârlý t'en' yesffs hovv _ they"'have süfférëd'tliis' 
inhuman fate. The spirit seems gonc out of chem 
except when you mention their homes, or lands, or 
vineyards, or shops, and then thcy look over the 
hills to where ihey once lived, artd their eyes burn 
with hatred and a thirst for revenge. 

The Near East is important to the survival of 
the Wesi because of its oil and its strategic position. 
But it is important to the West too because here 
an awful wrong has been done—almost comparable 
to Hiiler’s treatment of the Jews-and it has been 
done with our connivance and cò-operation. H the 
blood of Abel cried to God from the earth, no les» 
do the tears of these hopeless people. They know 
that our leaders helped to sell them into thii 
misery, partly from ignorance but also for Jewish 
votes and for Jewish dollars in the cofiers of (he 
party treasury. 

S TATESMEN can talk as much as they like 
about the Gaza Strip and Aqaba, about the 
Aswan Dam and the Sucz Canal and oil and 
strategy. lt will all be to no avail unless we do 
something really effective to right this awful wrong, 
to makc reparation for this crime that is almost

ff we fail, ií we haven’t the moral courage to 
expiaic the sin we sharc with thc Zionist invaders, 
we may share thetr punishmcnt too.

We have 
wondcrcd for a long limc if that is thc rca- 
son thc Jew cries “religious persccutions," 
every titne he is found guilty of any one of 
a numbcr of differcnt crimes that makcs him 
conspicuous in the public cye. 

Erom the Jcwish religinus law books, the 
Talmud, a set of boolcs larger than the En- 
cyclopedib Britnnnica, we have gleaned a 
fev» verses.for our considcration. These pas- 
sages have becn translatcd from thc original 
Hebrcw by thc- couits of France, cnusing the 
King of France to urder all copics of the 
Talmud to be burned in 1489; and used by 
thc government of Germany to convict the 
Jews of sabotnge; and in the United States 
many Jewish s|>okesmen, such as Marcus Eli 
Kavage, Arthur U, Michelson and others, 
hnvr attested to the truth that these writ- 
ings áre part of the law of the Jewish Syna- 
gogue, 

There are several branches of Jewry such 
a» the Orthodoa, Reform, Liberal, Conserva- 
live, Sephardim, Ash-Kanaaim, Zionist, etc., 
but [hey all use the same religious boolrs in 


their synagogues, just as all the different 
branches of Christians usc the same Bible. 

Wc suggest you keep one question in mind 
all during the reading of this bit of iiistori- 
cal testimony: I» this tbe reason thc Jews 
have been dis1iked and driven out of every 
nation that ever eaisted down to the presenr 
time? 

NOTE: There are several words that need 
«plaining in order that the reader may get 
Ihe full meaning of ihese writings. 

TALMUD: The collection of Jewish civil 
and canonical laws. The frnal authorìty in 
deciding any matter relatWe to the conduct 
of the Jews. 

TORAH: The Jcwiah tradition and in- 
struction or decisions, givcn by the prlcsts or 
Rabbis as divine rcveiation. The first five í 
hooks of the Old Testament of the Christian 
Bible. 


GOY: All non-Jews. t 

GOYIM: Plural for goy.
